PC, Thornwell Co-host 
South Carolina Synod 


PC and Thornwell Orphanage 
are serving as co-hosts to the 
1972 annual meeting of the 
Synod of South Carolina set for 
June 6-7. 

Some 300 commissioners rep- 
resenting the Presbyterian 
churchesof the state are expected 
to assemble at Thornwell for the 
first day of the program and 
then move over to the college 
campus for the second day. They 
will be housed and fed in facili- 
ties of both institutions. 


Alumnus Tom Horton, Jr. 45, 
executive - secretary of Charles- 
ton Presbytery, is scheduled to 
open the session with the retiring 
moderator’s sermon and then 
pass the gavel to PC President 
Marc C. Weersing as moderator- 
elect. 


$3.2 million budget for 1972-73, approved build- 
ing plans and elected officers as the highlights 
of their May 1-2 business session on campus. 

The official board gave the final OK to plans 
for construction of the new $1.4 million library, 
the $1.2 million physical education center and 
the $75,000 relocation of the maintenance shop. 
Bids are expected to be taken on the proposed 
new buildings within the next few months. The 
library will be situated close to the present site 
of the maintenance shop and the Kappa Alpha 
quarters; the physical education center, at the 
far end of the east plaza and adjacent to the 
practice fields. 

Approval also was granted to finishing off the 
the fourth floor of Clinton Hall as overflow space 
for 24 women students to meet the critical need 
for additional accommodations for girls. This is 
expected to cost approximately $50,000. 

The new budget, compared to $2.9 million for 
this year, authorizes expenditures in these areas: 
instructional and departmental research—$795,516; 
library—$123,680; administrative and general— 
$367,714; student services—$159,605; staff bene- 
fits—$120,000; plant operation and maintenance— 
$201,000; depreciation and contingency—$178,500.

Referendum On Tuition Grants 


The proposal making it possible to give tuition equalization 
grants to students attending church-related colleges goes up for 
South Carolina voter approval in the November 7 general election. 

It is part of a bill, just passed by the state General Assembly, 
to amend the education section of the state constitution. 

An amendment became necessary after the State Supreme Court 
ruled the tuition equalization plan unconstitutional as it would apply 
to church-related colleges. The same court action approved the 
proposal relative to four private, non-sectarian schools — Benedict, 
Coker, Converse and Limestone —and currently about 40 of their 
students receive assistance averaging over $1,000 each. 

Tuition equalization is designed to help non - tax - supported 
colleges indirectly by giving South Carolina students who attend 
grants equal to the average per-student appropriation made to 
state-supported colleges and universities. 

Twenty-five other states already have such tuition-grant pro- 
grams and South Carolina legislators overwhelmingly endorse this 
approach as fiscally sound to help meet this state’s education needs.
